nouncing the July-August grand jury.

Committees to delve into every phase’ 


of county government will be appoint- 
ed. 

Foreman Pharr said “this jury will 
endeavor to be fair to everyone, but 
if there should be any irregularities 
they will be brought to the surface 
and exposed.” 

“No one or no department will be 
spared in this investigation,” he de- 
clared. 

Eaves, in asking that he be excused 
from duty, declared ‘‘certain persons, 
apparently in the excitement of their 
partisan zeal, have sought to disquail- 
fy me merely because I earn my 
livelihood as a county official.” 

July Jury Scored. 
He accused the July-August grand 


jury of attempting to dictate the per-| 
sonnel of the incoming jury and as- | 


serted that their efforts to do so im- 
plied their oath of office carried no 
weight. ‘They impute to me the same 
light regard This accusation is un- 
just, unwarranted and unfair,” Eaves 
stated. 

Judge Virlyn B. Moore, who charged 
the September jury in Fulton superi- 
or court, accepted Eaves’ statement 
and excused him from duty. The 
county building engineer had severa! 
times previously declared he would 
“sit steady in the boat’’ and would 
not disqualify himself. The July-Au- 
gust grand jury had intended to pro- 
test his service through Solicitor-Gen 
eral John A. Boykin. 

For the first time within the mem- 
ory of those employed in the court- 
house, a negro was selected to serve 
on the grand jury. C. A. Faison, a 
barber who is director of a large ne- 
gro insurance company here, was 
chosen as the seventh juror. He took 
his place in the juryroom and voted 
on the routine business which occu- 
pied the September group on the first 
day of the term. Faison was said to be 
a heavy taxpayer in Fulton county. 

Negroes have served on federal 
grand juries and on petit juries in 
Fulton county in the past, but here- 
tofore no negro has ever been selected 
for the county grand jury. 

Law Demands Probe. 

Judge Moore. in charging the new 
jurymen, told them they are oblizated 
by law to investigate every phase of 
county matters. He said they are to 
probe each institution and each offi- 
cial, until the jurors are satisfied no 
irregularities exist. 

Foreman Pharr said no county af- 
fairs were discussed at the opening 
session yesierday. but that the investi- 
gation will probably begin Friday, 
certainly by Tuesday. 

The new jury will call on the July- 
August jury for any information it 
may have gathered ‘if we consider it 
necessary, asserted Pharr. George W. 
McCarty, foreman of the last jury, 
had offered to turn over to the new 
jury all its records regarding county 
affairs. 

“We will not waste any time in 
this probe,” Pharr said. ‘We intend to 
get down to business at once and wil 
make every effort to give every one 
a square deal.” ; 

| To Consult Boykin.

Longino’s request for the grand 
jury probe came as Johnson made a 
stinging, sarcastic speech in county 
commission meeting, demanding of 
the minority leader that he “produce 
his parasites, in order that the other 
employes of the county not be forced 
to live under the stigma of the name.” 
Whereupon, Longino said it was not 
his duty to produce the evidence but 
that of the grand jury, 
just then beginning its term. 
commission then voted unanimously 
for an investigation, the probe result- 
ing in substantiation of Longinos 
charges by the grand jury. 

Commissioner Johnson had 
quently attacked the grand jury for 
being unfair and “arriving at pre- 
conceived conclusions.” He also is- 
sued a etatement attacking the mi- 
nority leader for raising the tax rate 
while chairman of the county board 
last year.

During his journey, 
he found himself in chambers of 
mighty size; and the largest of all he 
called the Big Room. 

Later explorers have proved that 
the caves and underground passages 
have a length of at least 25 miles. 
In 1930 the American government 
made the region a national park. 


The Big Room is more than three 


‘quarters of a mile long, and the wid- 


est part measures 625 feet. In some 
places the ceiling is 300 feet high— 
there is enough space for men to build 
a 25-story building.
